Twenty years azo, before the disappear
ance of the buffalo, and beflore the power of
the Sghting tribes ¢f Indiacs was broken, a
white man could get almost any sort of ad-
venture west of Omaba at & very early hoor
in the morning. The Elue mountain eountry
of Oregen, in which rise two of the branches
of the Columbia river, was coce s bunters
parediss, and it wes there the cinonamon and
the griczly bears grew the largest and wers
alwnys aching for a row with some cne. The
firwt few white men in thers after pelts
chanced so many perils that it was almostia
miirsele if any of them got out alive. The
